ro at the end of a rope. 
A negro 


tenement house was set on fire in 


which hundreds of negroes had hud­ 


dled in fright in their homes until 


driven out by flames and they were 


then shot down like rabbits. 


Hundreds of half grown boys and 
young girls were in the mobs, and 
well dressed women and girls smear­ 


ed with blood led the units of the 
mobs. 
When three negroes were 


shot down white women were active 


in jumping on their bodies and kick­ 
ing them. 
Two girls dragged off an 


old negro woman and kicked her in­ 


sensible. 
The guards have won the praise 


of the authorities for their heroic ac­ 
tion in attempting to quell the riot, 


one being injured while rescuing a 


dozen negro women and children,
